litical union which would be highly 
obnoxious to one of them and not 
wholly to the liking of the other. 

The Foraker amendment provides 
that the Territories of Arizona and 
New Mexico shall vote separately on 
the question of jointure. If this 
amendment should be adopted, and 
the House should concur, the question 
of jointure would be decided in the 
negative, so far as Arizona is con- 
concerned; for the people of that 
Territory would vote unanimously 
against it, 

Senator Hopkins said in the Senate, 
on Tuesday, that the adoption of the 
Foraker amendment “would not only 
accomplish the defeat of the bill, but 
would ultimately result in the admis- 
sion of Arizona as a separate State.” 
This statement is not true in whole. 
The adoption of the Foraker amend- 
ment need not defeat the jointure of 
Oklahoma and Indian Territory. The 
consummation of this union appears 
to be desired by the inhabitants of 
both these Territories, and if such is 
their wish it should be accomplished. 
As for the ultimate admission of Ari- 
ona as a separate State, that is ex- 
pected to come about in due course of 
time. The same is true of New 
Mexico. Separate Statehood for these 
Territories will be an inevitable out- 
come of the future if the present bill 
should be defeated. 

The critical stage of the controversy 
is close at hand. Upon the outcome 
depends the whole future of Arizona. 
To be linked with New Mexico would 
be an undoubted calamity for the Ter- 
ritory and its people. It would also 
be a grave injustice, which every cesl- 
dent of Arizona would deeply resent 
and regret. If the pending bill should 
pass the Senate without amendment 
Arizona would be without a remedy, 
for the President (inexplicably) has 
taken a position favoring joint State- 
hood, and he can not be expected to 
stultify himself by refusing to sign 
the bill.

They be- 
gan a systematic search of the entire 
premises, and spent several hours in 
raneacking the dressers and closets in 


The burglars were in search only of 
money, and from each room collected a 
email sum which had been stored away 
by the occupant. No clothing or 
trinket of any kind was touched, but 

besides losing $59 in cash, 
ie short a number of valuable books. 

Tite clever part of the work of ‘the 
marauders was found, however. in the 
scheme te fire the house after the 
thieves had been given ample oppor- 
tunity to make good their get-away. 

In a front room a quantity of excel- 
Wer was piled in the middie of the floor 
and in the center of this was placed a 
lighted candle. A string was attached 
to the candle. Just as the burning 
cord was about to ignite the infl€amma- 
bie material placed around it, Muna- 
Mawi, returning to the house, burst 
into the room 
little damage resulting.
